YLSD Budget 
Over$3.3 Million 


A budget which was termed by 
Deputy Superintendent J. Elton 
Patridge as ‘‘basically this year’s 
program’’ was presented to the 
Board of Trustees of the Yorba Linda 
School District at last week’s 
meeting. The bottom line figure of 
the study budget is $3,366,417. 


The budget, ‘‘guesstimated’’, 
according to Patridge, is a 
combination of recommended 


guidelines by the board and the 
administration. 

The board suggested 63% be 
allocated for certificated salariés 
and administration lowered this to 
60%. However, salaries are a 
somewhat vague area this year as 
the district has to contend with the 
teacher’s newly acquired collective 
bargaining rights. The same applies 
to classified salaries which the board 
pegged at 15.45% and administrat- 
ion at 16.38%. 

Fringe benefits would add 9.80% 


at the board’s suggestion and 

12.19% according to administration. 
Both groups were agreed that these 
benefits should no longer be 
regarded as ‘‘fringe’’ but rather as 
‘‘non-salaried’’ benefits. 

The board listed 5.00% and 
administration 4.64% for books, 
supplies and equipment replace- 
ment. Contracted services would be 
6.75% for the board and 6.79% for 
administration. 

Another portion of the budget 
contains funds for community 
service, capital outlay, transfers and 
reserves. This amounts to $511,840. 

Income would be realized from 
federal, state, county, and_ local 
sources. The bulk would be from 
local and state sources. The district 
is estimating an ADA of 2,455 for 
regular “school and 80 ADA for 
summer school. An increase of 7% 
in the district’s assessed valuation is 
estimated.

K.H. Witt, Edison area manager, 
said the laws serve to protect the 
health and safety of utility linemen 
warking on poles as well as the 
rights of private property owners. 


‘‘The placement of posters on 
utility poles can create a safety 
hazard which could result in serious 
injury to a lineman ona utility pole,”’ 
said Witt. 


He explained that the California 
Penal Code makés it a misdemeanor 
for any person to place an 
advertisement sign on_ private 
property without the consent of the 
owner. 

Southern California Edison does 
not allow signs of any type on its 
utility poles because of the potential 
safety hazard, the Edison manager 
added. 

Witt suggested that people 
campaigning for elective office and 
organizations sponsoring events 
place signs in the homes of their 
supporters.

Education Camp, the Camp 
Counselors Training program for 
high schoolers and the Yorba Linda 
YMCA Youth Basketball Associat- 
ion.

Nancy, a student at Esperanza

Truck Routes 
Recommended 


Further steps were taken by the 
Traffic Commission last week in 
recommending a Through Street 
System for the city. They entailed 
designating truck routes and 
establishing stop signs. 


Several of the streets previously 
approved as through streets were 


set aside for truck routes. They 
included Yorba’ Linda Blvd., 
Bastanchury, Richfield, Lake- 


view, Imperial and Rose Drive. 

Trucks will be required to use these 
streets and can not use other streets 
except when making pickups and 
deliveries. Trucks using other 
streets can be cited for being off the 
route and will not be permitted to 
park overnight. 

The committee recommended stop 
signs on streets leading on to the 
through street system, four way stop 
signs at Palm Drive and Avocado 
where they intersect with Oriente.

A total of 8,898 registered voters 
in Yorba Linda, about one quarter of 
the total population, are eligible to 
vote in the Primary Election on 
Tuesday, June 8. 

Of this number the Republicans 
have an edge, 5,037 to the 
Democrats 3,271. Of the remainder 
540 declined to state, 37 are listed as 
American Independents, eight in 
the Peace and Freedom party and 
five are designed as miscellaneous. 

They will go to polling places 
throughout the city between 7 a.m. 
and 8 p.m. to cast ballots which will 
put candidates on the ballot in the 
November election. 

On the Republican ballot voters 
will choose between delegates for 
President Gerald Ford and his 
challenger, Ronald Reagan. 

There are 10 hopefuls for the GOP 
nomination for the U.S. Senate seat. 
They include such well known 
political names as Congressman 
Alphonzo Bell, Robert Finch, John 
Harmer and S.I. Hayakawa. 

Congressman Charles Wiggins of 
the 39th Congressional District has 
no party competition. Four persons, 
two men and two women, are after 
the GOP nomination for the State 
Senate 35th District. They are 
Shirley Knuppel, John Briggs, John 
Lynch and Ruth Hamilton Dutcher. 

Assemblyman Bruce Nestande of 
the 70th District has drawn no 
challengers within his party. 
Thirteen persons are vying for the 
six seats on the Republican County 
Committee including Don Tapia and 
Robert Clemmer of Yorba Linda. 

William S. Lee has no competition 
for his Superior Court Seat. David 
Radin and James Cook are 


opponents for the Municipal Court 
judgeship, Office One. Eleven are in 
the race for Office Two. Lester 
Carden and Luis Cardenas seek 
Office Four. 

A.E. (Pat) Arnold is unopposed 
for Trustee Area 3 for the County 
Board of Education. 

Democrats will vote for delegates 
to the National Convention who 
support various candidates for the 
party’s nomination. 

At the top of the ballot is the name 
of Birch Bayh. Uncommitted 
delegations include those support- 
ing Morris Udall, Jimmy Carter, 
Frank Church, George Wallace, 
Henry Jackson, Ellen McCormack, 
Fred Harris and Governor Jerry 
Brown. 

Nine persons want the Demo nod 
for the U.S. Senate race in 
November. Incumbent John Tunney 
faces the challenge of Millard 
Fillmore Slover, Tom Hayden, Lois 
Tyner Bodle, Frank Thomas, 
Howard (Chips) Gifford, Les 
Craven, Ronald Williams and Bob 
Wallach. 

Dickran Boranian and William 
Farris are contesting for the chance 
to run against Wiggins in November 
in the 39th Congressional District. 
Sal Zavala and Paul Bell are doing 
the same in the 35th State Senatorial 
District. 

Either Peter Tornay or Nick 
Perdaris will face Nestande in the 
fall election in the 70th Assembly 
District. 

The five candidates for the 
Democtatic County Committee are 
assured of election as there are six 
positions open. William Lee is also

Dear Placentia Courier Editor; 


My husband andI moved to Yorba 
Linda three weeks ago after buying a 
house in a very run down condition. 
Having a great deal of garbage and 


not wanting to litter the neighbor- - 


hood even more than already had 
been done, my husband borrowed a 
truck and we loaded it as carefully as 


possible, making sure that the 
heavier boxes were on top. 
We have lived in Southern 


California for three years but we 
have never been to the dump. 
Having seen the sign pointing in the 
direction of the dump, we vaguely 
knew the way. We no sooner had 
turned onto Valencia Blvd. when we 
were stopped by Officer Partridge of 
the Brea Police Force. 

He immediately informed us that 
we were in violation of the law for not 
covering our load. We explained 
that we both were totally unaware of 
the law but that we would be happy 
to immediately return home and 
comply with the law. (The time at 
this point was about 1:30 p.m.) He 
explained that his job was to enforce 
the law and enforcement means a 
ticket! 

Both my husband and I were 
totally stunned and as we were being 
issued the ticket 15 UNCOVERED 
non-commercial vehicles passed 
by, none of which were stopped. He 
explained that this is his idea of 
solving the problem. (the writer 
alleges) 

In addition, Officer Partridge was 
not even aware of the speed limit on 
Valencia Blvd. as he wrote down that 
the speed limit is 35 when in fact it is 
45! (the letter alleges) 

We asked about a possible sign to 
inform motorists and he explained 
that he had nothing to do with that. 
‘*Actually, I’d rather be home on a 
Saturday relaxing,’’ he boasted. 
When asked how he could live with 
himself by ripping off the public, the 
honest law-abiding citizen, he 
replied that that was not a problem. 
(the writer alleges) 

When my husband and I returned 
home we immediately complied with 
the law. When my husband returned 


that over half of the non-commercial 
vehicles were uncovered. At the 
dump and on the way to the dump 
there are signs explaining dump 
rules.

on the Democratic ballot for 
Superior Court judge as are all the 
candidates for the three Municipal 
Court judgeships which are 
non-partisan offices. 

The same applies to Pat Arnold for 
the County Board of Education, 
Trustee Area 3. 

Fifteen measures have been 
submitted to voters with Number 15 
generating the most controversy. 
That one deals with nuclear power 
plants. 

The measure seeks to prohibit the 
operation and _ construction of 
nuclear power plants at capacity 
unless the Legislature makes 
designated findings. , 

A ‘‘YES”’ vote would support the 
measure and a ‘‘NO’’ vote would 
oppose any prohibition of operation 
and construction. 

Other measures of interest, most 
of them having a financial impact 
include Proposition 1: provides two 
hundred million dollar bond issue 
for construction or improvement of 
public schools; Proposition 2: 
provides fiye hundred million dollar 
bond issue for farm and home aid for 
California veterans; 

Proposition 3: provides $175,000, 
000 for improvement systems to 
meet minimum water standards; 
Proposition 4: provides $150 million 
bond issue for public community 
college facilities; Proposition 9: 
Legislature may permit cities and 
counties to provide for bingo games 
for charitable purposes; Proposi- 
tion 13: authorizes Legislature to 
provide manner in which low or 
moderate income persons over 62 
may postpone property taxes on 
residence. 

There is one county proposition 
labeled ‘‘B’’ which provides for the 
rearrangement of trustee areas in 
the North Orange County Commun- 
ity College District. 


Animal 


Task Force 


The Yorba Linda City Council has 
established an Animal Control 
Services Task Force. The five 
member Task Force will examine 
alternate methods for providing 
control, shelter, and licensing of all 
animals in the city, with emphasis on 
the feasibility of the city providing 
these services or continuing to 
contract with the County of Orange. 


Any person interested in serving 
on this Task Force may obtain an 
application from City Hall. Applica- 
tions will be accepted until June 18, 
1976,

Death Takes 


Bruce Nelson 


A Yorba Linda man was found 
dead by his wife early Friday 
morning last week, the apparent 
victim of a heart attack. 

Wanda Jean Nelson, 5731 
Placerville, told police her husband, 
Bruce Edward Nelson, 38, had just 
returned from a business trip, 
complaining of nausea and a sore 
throat. She had been up with him 
until 2 a.m., she said, at which time 
she dozed off. 

Awakening about 6:30 a.m., Mrs. 
Nelson found her husband un- 
conscious on the floor. When she 
could not rouse him, she called the 
Yorba Linda Fire Department, who 
tried in vain to revive the victim. 

He was pronounced dead on 
arrival at Canyon General Hospital. 

Three years a resident of Yorba 
Linda, Nelson leaves two children, a 
son, Garth, 14; and a daughter, 
Laurie, 11. 


Other survivors include the 
victim’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Vernon Nelson, Fullerton; two 


brothers, Vernon, of Los Angeles; 
and Garth, of Fullerton; and a sister 
Mrs. Lynne Enright, also of Yorba 
Linda. 

Nelson was employed as a 
procurement manager at Hughes 
Aircraft, Fullerton. 

Funeral arrangements were by 
McAulay and Wallace, Fullerton. 


In a unanimously passed resolu- 
tion, the board said new nuclear 
power generating-plants are needed 
within the next decade to provide the 
electrical energy needed to pump 
water. into the district from the 
state’s huge water system.

‘‘The cost of water is likely to 
increase substantially to the Yorba 
Linda County Water District and its 
consumers if this initiative measure 
passes,’’ the board’s resolution 
stated. 

Passage of Prop. 15 the resolution 
further stated, would mean that the 
added power requirements that are 
certain to develop in the future 
would have to come _ from 
conventional power sources, mean- 
ing greater air pollution and further 
strains on an ‘‘already critical 
petroleum situation.’’ 

Board president Fred Clodt was 
even more specific. ‘‘There is a 
continuing need for self-sufficiency

Prop. B Effects 
School Districts 


Proposed rearrangement 
of board of trustee areas 
within the North Orange 
County Community College 
District will be on the June 8 
ballot as Proposition B. 

Presentation of the pro- 
posal to voters is another 
step in a chain of legal 
procedures required after 
the addition of about five 
square miles along the 
district’s southwest bound- 
ary. 

The California Commun- 
ity Colleges Board of 
Governors placed the ap- 
proximately _five-square- 
mile area within the 
community college district 
last September. 

The proposed rearrange- 
ment received the unani- 
mous approval of the 
Orange County Committee 
on School District Organiza- 
tion. No objections to the 
proposal have been report- 
ed to the community 
college district. 

Results of the election 
will not have an effect on 
monetary matters or on the 
annexation. The rearrange- 
ment simplified the descrip- 
tion of boundaries and 
attempts to group more 
closely areas of common 
interests. 

The territory annexed to 
the district is generally 
south of Katella Ave., north 
of Chapman Ave., west of 
Euclid Ave. and east of the 


Los Alamitos Reserve 
Training Center. 
It also can be described as 


a portion of the area within 
the Garden Grove Unified 
School District. The annex- 
ation is in no way a 


deannexation of territory 
from the unified district, 
which provides kindergar- 
ten through 12th grade 
instruction to seven cities. 

The annexation action by 
the state community col- 
leges board was taken to 
fulfill a law requiring all of 
the state to be within a 
community college district 
by 1975. Portions of the 
territory within the Garden 
Grove Unified School Dis- 
trict also were annexed to 
the Coast and Rancho 
Santiago Community Col- 
lege Districts. 

Action by the _ state 
agency came after residents 
of the Garden Grove district 
made several unsuccessful 
attempts to get voter 
consensus for the formation 
of a local community college 
district or for annexation to 
adjacent districts. 

Under the rearrangement 
proposal, trustee areas are 
described by the elemen- 
tary and unified school 
districts they would encom- 
pass: Trustee Area 1, the 
Anaheim City and Magnolia 
School Districts, as well as 
the newly annexed area on 
the east of Beach Blvd.; 
Trustee Area 2, the 
Cypress, Los Alamitos and 
Savanna School Districts, as 
well as the newly annexed 
area on the west of Beach 
Blvd.; Trustee Area 3, the 
Brea-Olinda and Placentia 
Unified School Districts, as 
well as the La Habra City, 
Lowell Joint and Yorba 
Linda School Districts; and 
Trustee Area 4, the Buena 
Park, Centralia and Fuller- 
ton School’ Districts.
